2 OME People are at preſent very 
& uneaſy about the Act of Parlia- 
ment lately paſſed for the Natu- 
ralization of the eus; whence 
their Fears ariſe, or upon what 
grounded, I am yet ignorant : But it ſeems 
to me that it will be a Benefit to the Nation 
in general, they being chiefly Merchants, 
and the more Merchants we have among 
us, and the richer they are, the greater 
Number of Hands will be required to work 
up Manufactures for Exportation ; and as 
for the Poor among them, 'tis well known 
they are never burthenſome to the Public, 
nor the Pariſhes where they reſide, but are 
always ſupplied out of their own Funds. 
But let that be as it will, my Defign at pre- 
fent is not to ſhew the Advantage, or Diſad-

vantage, ariſing from the Jews being incorpo- 


porated as it were with us, but to endeavour 


to demonſtrate, that they will not continue 
long with us; and that even the paſling this 
Naturalization Act, may in ſome. meafure, 


ftrengthen them to depart both earlier and 


eaſier to their own Land. - And that not only 
they, but all the Mraelites in general, ſhall, 
ere long, be reſtored to their own Land, 
and live in a happy State under the Great 
Mrss Ah their King, and King of all the 
Univerſe. 

But before I proceed it will be proper to 
enquire, where the Mraelites or Ten Tribes 
are, or whether they are ſtill extant. They 
certainly are. As for the Jews or Tribe of 
Judab, they retain their Name, but are ſo 
commixed with that of Benjamin, as that 
they are called by one Name; ſo that neither 
the Benjamites nor the Jews can tell of what 
Tribe they are, and are diffuſed, tho' not 
confuſed; among almoſt all the Nations of 
the Earth. | 3 

If then it ſhould be aſk'd, What is become 


of the Ten Tribes of 1frae/; ſince we have 


fo many and full Predictions of their Reſto- 
ration as well as the eus, and yet there are 
very few, if any, in theſe Parts, but the 
Tribes of Judah and Benjamin, with a few 
Levites? It may be anſwered, That when 
the King of Aſyria rooted the Ten Tribes 
out of the Land, he placed them beyond the 
River Euphrates and in the Cities of the 
4:5 Medes, 
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Medes, Iſa. xxxv. 10. and we are affured by 
Fofephus, that they continued there till his 
Time, and were then very numerous: And 
as we till find there are many who, at this 
Time, obſerve the Laws of Moſes, in or near 
the northern Part of Media, it ſeems pro- 
bable that the Deſcendants of the Ten Tribes 
continue there to this Day, tho' they may 
be commonly called Jews and not 1/aeltes, 

in the fame manner as in many foreign Coun- 
tries; the Engh/h, Scotch, and Jriſb are fre- 
quently called by the general Name of En- 
gliſh. So alſo in Furky, and ſorhe Parts of 
Ala, moſt of the weſtern European Nations 
are commonly called Franks. Thus a late 
Author tells us of a People not far from 
Derbent, near the Caspian Sea, who at this 
Time live in the Mountains there, and are 
taken to be Jews : They are ſaid to obſerve 
the Laws of Moſes, but they cannot give any 
Account how or when they came to inhabit 
theſe Regions; they alſo ſpeak Hebrew "as 
well as their own Language. Theſe live 
very near ſome of the Places whither the Ten 
Tribes were carried, and obſerve the Laws 
of Mz:ſes , but whether they are the Remains 
of the Ten Tribes or no, this we may cer- 
tainly conclude, that as God has foretold 
their future Return to their own Land, ſo 
he has, without Doubt, preſerved them 2 
diſtinct People from the reſt of Mankind, 

as he has the Jews, and will continue to do 


ſo til] their Reſtoration comes.

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There was found in Sir Francis Nether- 
fole's Study,. after. his Death, a Diſcourſe 
concerning the Tartars ; proving, in all Pro- 
bability, that they are the Mraelites or Ten 
Tribes, which being captivated by Sa/ma- 
naſſar, were tranſplanted into Media; (wrote 
by Giles Fletcher, Doctor of both Laws, and 
ſometime Ambaſſador from Elizabeth Queen 
of England, to the Emperor of Ruſſia) of 
which I ſhall give you a ſhort Extract. 
Alfter enquiring what is become of the 
Ten Tribes which were ſubdued and carried 
captive by the Aſfyrians, and whether they 
live and hold together as a People apart or 
ſeveral by themſelves, or are confuſed with 
other Nations, and. where they are; he goes 
on and ſays, And what, I pray you, if we 
ſhould ſeek them among the Tartars, who 
are eſteemed to be the moſt vile or barbarous 
Nation in the World ; you will fay perhaps, 
a Thing unworthy and unbeſeeming that 
great Mercy which God vouchſafed to that 
People, when they were yet his own Pecu- 
liar, an holy Nation, elected by God, out 
of all the Nations of the World ! But that, 
ſays he, the Tartars are the Iſraelites, which 
were tranſported into Media, and the other 
two adjoining Countries, you ſhall hear ſuch 
Reaſons as I have obſerved when I remained 
among the Ruſſes, their next Neighbours, 
ſome Years ago; which if they be not de- 
monſtrative, yet to me ſeem ſo probable, as 
that myſelf am now perſuaded and fully ſet- 
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tled in that Opinion, that they are the natural 


and true Offspring and Poſterity of thoſe 
Iſraelites. | 

My firſt Reaſon is from the Place. The 
Place whither they were tranſported by the 
ASrians, and there planted, were the Cities 
and Parts of Media, then a Province, and 
in Subjection to the Aſyrians ; where they 
placed the greateſt Number, the reſt in Ha- 
rack, and by the River Habor: Of which 
the one is Part of Chaldaran, the other a Ri- 
ver of Meſopotamia, with a Town adjoining 


of the ſame Name. And as thoſe two Co- 


lonies of Mraelites bordered both upon the 
Medians, they might eafily meet and join 
the other Tribes when Opportunity ſerved 
their Turn, and which happened to them 
not long after, when all thoſe Provinces of 
Media, Chaldaran, Meſopotamia, with their 
Governors, Merodach-Baladan, and Dezoces, 
by a Defection fell away from the Afyrians, 
in the tenth: Year of Aſer-Adon. And that 
theſe Tribes not long after did reunite them- 
ſelves, and join together in one Nation, as 
they were before, being induced partly by 
their own Deſire (as ever diſdaining to live 
commixed with other People) and partly 
forced by the Violence of the Medrans, who 


_ expelled them thence, being but Strangers, 


and thruſt upon them by the AHrians. 

A ſecond Reaſon is from the Names and 
Appellations of their Cities and great Towns, 
which are ſituate upon the eaſt and north-eaſt 

Side 
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side of the Bachualenſeey or Caſpian Sea. 
Theſe Tartar Cities, which are yet extant, 
have many of them the ſame Names as had 


thoſe ancient Towns and Cities which were 
inhabited by the Iſraelites, while they enjoyed 
their own Country. Their Metropolite or 
chief City is Samarchian, and how little is 
that from Samaria, the chief City of the / 
raelites; only differing in Termination; a 
Thing uſual in proper Names of Men or Ci- 


ties, when they are pronounced in divers 


Languages. For what differs the Name of 
Londres (as it is termed by the French) from 


this of London? or Antwerp from Anverſe ? 
or Edinborough from Edinburgum? They 


have alſo Mount Tabor, a = Town and 
well fenced with a ſtrong 


ort, ſituate upon 
an high Hill, nothing differing i in Form or 
Name from that Mount Tabor of the Iſraehtes 


fo often mentioned in the Scriptures. They 


have a City called Jericho, ſeated upon the 
River Ar doch, near the Caſpian, upon the 
North and North: Eaft. This Univocation 


of Tartar Cities with thoſe of Mrael, con- 


curring with the former Reaſon from the 
Place and Country, whither they were ſome- 


time tranſplanted by the Affyrians, doth 


plainly ſhew that the Mraelitiſb People have 


been there, and given the Names unto theſe 


Cities. 
My third Reaſon is Kit the Di/linfion 
of their Tribes, which by the Tartars are 


called Hoords, which being united in oneG6- 


vernment, 
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vernment, and communicable in all Things 
elſe, yet may not unite or mix together by 
Inter marriage; but keep apart, to avoid the 
Confuſion of their Kindred; except it be 
for the Defence or public Benefit of the 
whole, And this Diviſion of the Nation in- 
to Tribes, without Commixion of their Kin- 
dreds, (which was no where uſed by any 
Nation, fave the Mraelites) is ſtill continued, 
and obſerved among the Tartars moſt reli- 
gioufly. 

A fourth Reaſon is, from the Number of 
their Tribes, which are Ten in all, neither 


more nor leſs, as were the Iſraelites. Their 


Names are theſe : 1. The Crim Tartar ; who 
moſt infeſteth the Ruſſe Borders; for which 


reſpect the chief Leaders of this Tribe, whom 
they call Morſeys, or Divoymorſeys, receive 
their Penſions from the Ruſſe, not to invade 
or hurt their Country: 2. The Cheremiſſim: 

3. The Morduit Tartar : 4. The Nagay ; 
whereof the one is the warlyeſt People, the 
other the cruelleſt, and moſt barbarous of 
all the reſt : 5. The Zeibair ; ; from whom 
the Siberes, or Siberians, which dwell by 
the River Obba, derive their Pedigree, and 
are therefore reckoned and annumbered ta 
this Tribe: 6. The Mercit Hoord: 7. The 
Shalcan : 8. The Chircaſſey; the moſt civil 
Tartar of all the reſt ; of a comely Perſon, 


and much affecting to be like the Lach:/þ 


or Polonian, in his Habit, Geſture, and whole 


Behaviour : 9. The Caſſach : T he 1oth and 
2 laſt 


laſt is called Turcheftan ; which imports as 
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much as Herdman-T artar, becauſe this Hoord 
is the greateſt Herd-maſter and Cattle-breeder 
of all the reſt; from whom the Turks had 
their Beginning, as faith the Ruſſe. 
Fifthly, Themſelves affirm (as they have 
received it by Tradition from their Anceſtors) 
that they had their Origin from the Mraelites, 
who were tranſplanted near the Caſpian or 
Hircane Sea. By which Tradition (as by 
the Stories of thoſe Times is reported) the 
Great Tamerlane would boaſt himſelf that 
he was deſcended from the Tribe of Dan. 


Sixthly, Though the Tartar Language be 
yet unknown, becauſe they live as a ſavage 


People, without Society or Commerce with 
other Nations, ſuffering none to come within 
them, yet it is conjectured by certain Words 


of the Tartar Language, which I have heard 


repeated by the Ruſſe, that they have many 
Hebrew and Chaldee Words: Whereof alſo 
this may be an Argument, that the Turkiſh 
is a Dialect little differing from the Scythian 
or Tartar Tongue. But the Turkiſh Lan- 
guage, though it be mingled with much 
Arabic and ſome Greek, hath great Con- 


ſonance with the Hebrew, as by learned 


Travellers is obſerved. 
Seventhly, They are circumciſed, as were 

the J/raehite and Jewiſh People. 1 
His Eighth and laſt Reaſon is taken out 

of the ſixteenth Chapter of the Apocalypſe: 


Where the Angel of the ſixth Phial is com- 
| ID manded

manded to prepare the Paſſage for the Kings 
of the Eaſt, by drying up the River Euphrates, 
which, he ſays, is litterally to be underſtood 
of theſe I/ſraelitiſh Ten Tribes, which we 
affirm to be the Tartars, who have many 
Kings, to wit, as many as they have Tribes: 
Every Morſey, or Divoytorſey (beſides their 


Emperor the great Cham, whom they eſteem - 


above the Dignity of a King) being a Prince, 
or ſovereign Lord over his 'Tribe. 

I have here ſet down as much of Dr. Flef<' 
cher's Diſcourſe as I thought fit for the 2 


| ſent Purpoſe, and the narrow Bounds I am 


confin'd to would allow me; but the inqui- 


ſitive Reader may ſee” it more full in the. 


Memoirs of the Life of the late learned Mr. 
William Whiſton. 

But to proceed. At a Time when Man- 
kind was ſunk in Vice and Idolatry, and in- 
ſtead of paying their Adorations to the great 
Creator of all Things, ſeeking his Favour, 
and acting agreeably to the Rules of Holi- 
neſs, Righteouſneſs and Goodneſs, they wor- 
ſhipped Images, the Work of Mens Hands, 
and defiled themſelves with every wicked 
and unrighteous Practice; Abraham being 
found faithful and obedient, God promiſed 
to multiply his Poſterity exceedingly, to give 
them the Land of Canaan for an everlaſting 
Roſſeſſion; and that in them all the Nations 
of the Earth ſhould be blefſed. Theſe 
Promiſes were often repeated to Abraham, 


Jaac, and Jacob, and were afterwards con- 
C firmed 


Twi E-: 
firmed to their Poſterity by the Prophets, in "7 
different Ages; with the further Aſſurance, 2 
that he would bleſs them therein, with the 
greateſt Happineſs, and exalt them high above 
all Nations; that Teruſalem ſhould be an 
eternal Excellency, the Refidence of the 
MeEess1an, and the Throne of the LORD. 
But as we find the Jews have been expelled 
that Country for about ſeventeen hundred 
Years, and continue even to this Time di- 
ſperſed among all the Nations of the Earth; 
while the reſt of the Mraelites, or Ten Tribes; 
equal Heirs of the ſame Promiſes, have been 
driven from thence very near two thouſand 
five hundred Years ; this leads us to enquire 
whether theſe Promiſes have been fulfilled, 
or whether there is ſtill a full and final Reſto- 
ration to come, of all the Maelites or Twelve 
Tribes, to this Land. 

When God called Abraham out of Chal- 
dæa into the land of Canaan, he promiſed 
him he would give that Land to his Seed; 
which ſoon after he confirmed to him, with 
this Addition, that he would give it to them 
| for ever. After this, God eſtabliſhed an 
I everlaſting Covenant with Abraham, and 
with his Seed, to be a God unto them, and 
to give them all the Land of Canaan for an 
everlaſiing Poſſeſſion. It was four hundred 
and ſeventy Years after the firſt Promiſe madg. 
| to Abraham, before his Deſcendants begun 
| to take Poſſeſſion of the Land; and about 
f ſeven hundred and thirty Years after, = 
| * 
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[ Ir } 
of the Tribes were, for their Idolatries and 
great Tranſgreſſions, quite rooted out of it, 
and carried away Captives into Media, and 
other Places, by the King of Afyria, and 
have never been reſtored ſince. The other 
two Tribes of Judah and Benjamin continued 
ſtill in their Part of the Land about one 
hundred and thirty-three Years longer, when 


God pave. them up, for their Iniquities, to 
 Nebuchadnezzar, who deſtroyed great Num- 


bers of them, burnt their City and Temple, 
and carried many of them captive to Babylon. 
But about fifty-two Years after this De- 
ſtruction of Feruſalem, Cyrus reſtored them 


to their own Country, and put them in 


Poſſeſſion of Judea. At which Time very 
few of the Ten Tribes returned with the 
Jeros, but, as Joſephus aſſures, in his Antig. 
B. xi. C. 5. the intire Body of the People 
of rael, that is, of the Ten Tribes, ſtill 
remained in the Country whither they were 
carried captive; wherefore, ſays he, there 
are but two Tribes in Afa and Europe, while 


the other ten remain beyond Euphrates. The 


ews that were reſtored by Cyrus, dwelt there 
but a little above ſix hundred Years, when, 
on account of their great Wickedneſs they 
were delivered into the Hands of the Romans, 
who deſtroyed their City, burnt their Tem- 
ple, killed great Numbers of them, and the 
Remainder were carried into Captivity by 
Titus ; fince which they have had no Reſto- 


ration, but continue diſperſed among the 


C 2 Nations, 
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Nations, and yet they {till remain a "—m_ 


People from them. 

Does it not then plainly appear, that as 
the Iſraelites have the Promiſe of an ever- 
laſting Poſſeſſion of the Land, and that tho 
upon their Diſobedience they were expelled 
that Country, even for a long Time, yet the 
Right of Inheritance is ſtill theirs, and, upon 
their Repentance, they ſhall be reſtored to it 

again? Whether they will repent, and turn 
to God, let us conſult the Prophets, who 
aſſure us, that God will bring this about, by 
recompenſing their Sins double upon them, 


and greatly afflicting and humbling them; 


and that theſe Afflictions would bring them 
to Repentance and Amendment, *©* Behold 
ce the Days come, faith the Lord, when it 
cc ſhall no more be ſaid, the Lord liveth that 
© brought up the Children of Iſrael out of 
the Land of Egypt; but the Lord liveth 
ce that brought up the Children of Vrael 
« from the Land of the North. And firſt 
* ſhall I recompenſe their Iniquity and their 
eee. Fer. xvi. 1, to 11. That 
this is ſtill to come appears 25 om hence, that 
the only Reſtoration any of the 1/raclites have 
had ſince this Prophecy was given, was onl 

a-partial one, conſiſting of the two Tribes 
of Judab an Benjamin, and that only from 
Babylon, which lies Eaſt of their Land; 

whereas this is to be a Return of the Chil 
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I would here have the Reader note, that 


| by Judah is meant the two Tribes of Judah 


and Benjamin, which are commonly called 
Fewws, and by J/rael, or Ephraim, the other 
ten Tribes; but whenever we find all the 
Houſe of Tjrael, or the whole Houſe of Iſrael, 
or all the Families of Iſrael, or the Children 
of Iſrael, as above, there all the twelve Tribes 
mult be underſtood. | 

That there is ſtill a future Reſtoration of 
all the Mraelites, let us conſider the glorious 
and happy Times, when the Mess1an ſhall 


| reign over them at Jeruſalem, which cannot 


be accompliſhed till they are reſtored to that 
Land. And as the Prophecies relating to 
Babylon, Egypt, Tyre, &c. and many of thoſe 
relating to the Jews, as their Captivity by 
Nebuchadnezzar, their Reſtoration by Cyrus 
after ſeventy Years, their Deſtruction by 
Titus, and preſent Diſperſion, &c. have been 
literally fulfilled ; ſo we have the ſame Rea- 


ſon to conclude, that all the reſt of the Pro- 


phecies concerning the State of the Mraelites, 
yet unfulfilled, will be as literally accom- 
pliſhed. Thus TFeremah, ſpeaking of a Re- 
ſtoration of the Children of 1/rael from the 
North, which has not yet been known, ſays, 
At that Time they ſhall call Teru/alem, 
«© The Throne of the Lord; and all Nations 
ſhall be gathered unto it, to the Name of 
the Lord to Jeruſalem. In thoſe Days the 
Houle of Judah ſhall walk with the Houſe 
of 1/rae!, and they ſhall come together 
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ce out of the Land of the North, to the Land 
ce that I have given for an Inheritance unto 
« your Fathers. Fer. iii. 17, 18.“ So alſo 
by 1/atah, ſpeaking of Feruſalem ; © Thus 
ich the Lord God, Behold I will extend 
« Peace to her like a Stream, and the Glory 
ce of the Gentiles like a flowing Stream; 
* and Iwill gather all Nations and Tongues, 
* and they ſhall come and fee my Glory: 
% And they ſhall bring all your Brethren 
« for an Offering unto the Lord, out of all 
bo Nations, upon Horſes and in Chariots, 
* and in Litters, and upon Mules, and upon 
** ſwift Beaſts, to my holy Mountain Jeru- 
e ſalem. Jſa. Ixvi. 12, 18, 20.“ Again, in 
Yaiah Ix. 9, 10. © Surely the Ifles ſhall wait 
for me, and the Ships of Tarſ/bi/h [the 
<< Mediterranean Sea, Jonah 1. 3.] firſt, to 
<« bring thy Sons from far, their Silver and 
ce their Gold with them, unto the Name of 
de the Lord thy God, and to the Holy One 
te of Tſracl, becauſe he hath glorified thee. 
« And the Sons of Strangers ſhall build up 
« thy Walls, and their Kings ſhall miniſter 
« unto thee, &c.” Which clearly implies, 
that the it Return of theſe Jeus ſhall be 
by Ships paſſing along the Mediterranean, 
from remote Iſlands: Which agrees to no 
Nation ſo expreſly, as to the Britiſh Nation, 
joined probably by the States of Holland, their 
near Ally and neighbouring Maritime Power, 
And does it not ſtil] appear the more pro- 
_ that the firſt ſetting out of the Jews 
to

to their own Land will be from England, 
not only by the Aſſiſtance of an Engliſb 
Fleet, but that, by the late Naturalization 
of the Jews here, they may be enabled not 
only to extend their Trade, enrich them- 
ſelves, but purchaſe Ships of their own; 
buy which Means they may not only facilitate 
their own Return, but likewiſe be aiding 
and aſſiſting to bring their Brethren from 
Z other Countries. For as to ſome other Na- 
tions, that have Ships in the Mediterranean 
alſo (and cannot be gone to from Fudea, 
but by Sea, and ſo are included under the 
Iſles of the Sea, as is well known) ſuch as 
b the Spaniards and Portugueſe, they are ſo 
little diſpoſed for affording the returning 
Pes ſuch kind Afﬀiſtance, that they 
ſupport that vileſt of Courts, the Tribunal 
of the Inquiſition ; and perſecute, nay, fome- 

times burn the Jeus for their Religion. 
When this happy State of the Jews will 
come, we cannot exactly tell, but believe it 
will be very ſoon, altho' not fo ſoon as Mr. 
Whiſton expected; for he ſays, that when he 
was at Tunbridge, in the Year 1746, about 
his Lectures there, which he finiſhed with 
the following Memento. That tho' I have 
e been here a Fortnight, and have ſeen ſe- 
e veral of this Company, both Ladies and 
and Gentlemen, at Prayers on the Week- 
* Days, and a great Number of them at 
e public Worſhip on the Lord's-Day, yet 
<© bave I not myſelf ſeen any of them at a 
2 Sam-

«© Gaming-Table all this while. And 1 
« cannot but wiſh, heartily wiſh, that no 
«© body elſe had ſeen any one of them at 
* ſuch a Place neither. However, I ven- 
ture to add this, which I deſire you all 
© to take ſpecial notice of, that if I be right 
in my Calculation, as to our Bleſſed Sa- 
<* viour's coming to reſtore the Fews, and 
© begin the Millennium 20 Years hence, I 
© cannot but conclude, that after theſe 20 
Fears are over, there will be no more an 
5 Infidel in Chriftendom; and there will be. 
* no more a Gaming-Table at Tunbridge. 
Which muſt, according to his Account, 
happen in the Year 1766, which is not full 
14 Years hence. But perhaps he meant the 
going forth of the Commandment to cauſe 
the Return of the Jews, which mult precede 
the Millennium. For, if the following Pro- 
phecy of Daniel relates to theſe Times, as 
we apprehend it does, Know alſo and nit 
ee derſtand, that from the going forth of 
© the Commandment, to cauſe to return 
« and to build Jeruſalem, unto the Meſſiah 
ce the Prince, ſhall be ſeven Weeks, Dan. 
© ix. 25.” then if we reckon a Day for a 
Year (tec Numb. xiv. 34. Ezek. iv. 4, &c.) 
it will be forty-nine Years from the going 
forth of this Commandment for theit Return, 
to the Coming of the Mrss1an as their 
Prince, at which time the Millennum will

But before I procced I would inform ſome 
of my Readers the Meaning of the Word 
Millennium ; it is a Compound of the Latin 
Words Mille and Annus, which ſignifies a 
thouſand Years : And if that ancient Tra- 
dition among the eus be true, that the 
World ſhould continue ſix thouſand Years 
in this unhappy State, ſurrounded with Evils 
and Afflictions of various kinds, and that the 
ſeven thouſandth ſhould be the Sabbath, or 
univerſal Reſt ; then the Reign of the MEs- 


'SIAH, as the King of the whole Earth, will 


be eſtabliſhed, when the World ſhall be fix 


thouſand Years old. 


This glorious Reign of Chriſt upon Earth, 


the building of Jeruſalem, and the Temple 
or Houſe of God, will certainly be accom- 
pliſhed at God's appointed Time, and not 


before, altho' it has been attempted ; which 
we ſhall ſhew you from an Account given 
by a Fewi/h Rabbi concerning the Diſap- 
pointment of the Jews, under Julian the 
Apoſtate, as to their rebuilding their Tem- 


ple at Jeruſalem; which is as follows. 


In the Days of Rabbi Jeboſbua, the Son 


of Hananias, the Emperor Julian commanded 


that the Temple ſhould be rebuilt. Now 
Papus and Julian had prepared a very plen- 


tiful Table for the Jews, who came out of 
their Captivity (to help the Work forward) 


from Hao to Antioch. But the Cuthbeans, 


or Samaritans, affirmed to the Emperor, 


that if Jeriſalem ſhould be reſtored, the 
| D Jews 
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Jeuss would pay no more Tribute, and would 


thenceforward rebel againſt him. To whom 
the Emperor ſaid, How can I leave off 
« this my Attempt, after I have publiſhed 
«© my Orders for it? To which the Sa- 
maritans replied, © Sir, do but then give 
« Order that they change the Place of the 
« former Temple; or elſe, that it be en- 
te enlarged or diminiſhed ſome five Cubits : 
« This will make them leave off their Work 
« without any Neceſſity of Compulſion.“ 
This Advice the Emperor agreed to, and ac- 
cordingly he ſent freſh Orders to the Jews, 
when they were gathered together in the 
Valley of Betrimon; upon the hearing of 
which they burſt out into Tears plentifully ; 
and being in a furious Rage, they talked of 
a Rebellion ; but their great Men being ex- 
ceedingly affrighted at the Conſequences of 
a Rebellion, begged of Rabbi Feho/hua, that

he would make a Speech to the People, and 


endeavour to perſuade them to a peaceable 


Behaviour ; which he did by the Fable fol- 


lowing : There was a Lion who was in great 
Diſtreſs by a Piece of Bone that ſtuck in his 
Throat; he promiſed a great Reward to any 
one that could get that troubleſome Bone out 
of his Throat. A Crane came to him and 


got the Bone out of his Throat, and aſked 
for the Reward ; to whom the Lion made 
this Anſwer, Glory in this, as a Privilege of 
_ thine, that thou haſt entered into the Lion's 
Mouth in Safety, and art got out of it in

Safety. So my Brethren, ſays the Rabbi, 
let us be contented that we are come under 


the Power of this Nation in Safety, and let 


us go out of it in Safety. 

Theſe are the Words in Berefit Rabba, 
faithfully tranſlated from the End of Chap 64. 
This happened about the Year from the 
Creation 4833, according to Rabbi David 
Ganz, in his Zemah David. | 
Rabbi Gedaliab, in Sha!ſchelet Haccabbala, 
aſſerts, That this Temple, rebuilt at great 
Expence, fell down; and, that the next 
Day, a great Fire, from Heaven, melted 
the Tools that remained, and deſtroyed an 
innumerable Multitude of eus. Baſnage's 


Hiſt. of the Jews, p. 547. 


Thus we ſee that the Words of the Lord 
by his Prophets cannot be performed till his 


appointed Time comes, but that then they 
certainly will: For he is faithful and un- 
changeable, who ſees thro' all Futurity ; he 
is God, and there is none elſe, neither is 


there any like him; „ declaring the End 
e from the Beginning, and from ancient 


© Times the Things that are not yet done, 
« ſaying, My Counſel ſhall ſtand, and I 
« will do all my Pleaſure, yea, I have 
« ſpoken it, I will alſo bring it to paſs, 
„ 


But it ſeems to me that the 2 (appre- 


huenſive of the Judgments that will befal 
them at their firſt Return, for their great

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Wickedneſs) will as it were hide themſelves 
among the People, in the ſeveral Countrics 
where they are, to put it off, if poſſible: 
Elſe what can be the Meaning of theſe Words 
in Fer. xvi. 14, to 19. Behold the Days 
* come, ſaith the Lord, when it ſhall no 
e more be ſaid, the Lord liveth that brought 
<« up the Children of Mrael out of the Land 
« of Egypt; but the Lord liveth, that 
« brought up the Children of Mael from 
ce the Land of the North, and from all the 
« Lands whither he had driven them, and 
« I will bring them again into their Land, 
te that I gave unto their Fathers. Behold 
« I will ſend for many Fiſhers, faith the 
Lord, and they ſhall fiſh them; and after 
* will I ſend for my Hunters, and they ſhall 
c hunt them from every Mountain, and from 
* every Hill, and out of the Holes of the 
* Rocks: For mine Eyes are upon all their 
Ways, they are not hid from my Face, 
te neither is their Iniquity hid from mine 
Eyes: And firſt will I recompence their 


* Iniquity, and their Sin double, 


Altho' they may endeavour, as I faid be- 


fore, to put off their Return to their own 


Land, as foreſeeing the Troubles and Afflic- 
tions thoſe were to undergo that went firſt 
yet at God's appointed Time they muſt yield, 
at the going forth of the Commandment. 
From whom this Commandment will go 
forth for their Return is very uncertain. 
“ Since (ſays Sir Jaac Newtom) the Com- 

; | *© mandment 
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« mandment to return and to build FJeru- 
« ſalem, precedes the Mxss rah the Prince 
« 49 Years, it may perhaps come forth not 


from the Jews themſelves, but from ſome 


« other Kingdom friendly to them, and pre- 
« cede their Return from Captivity, and give 
« Occaſion to it,” See Newton on the Pro- 
phecies, Pag. 132, &c. 

By comparing the Prophecies which re- 
late to this Subject, the beſt Judgment we 
can make is, that only Part of the Jews (and 
perhaps alſo ſome of the Ten Tribes) will 
go up at firſt; but 'tis probable, that the 
Peace and Safety in which theſe ſhall dwell 


there, with the Accounts of their Progreſs. 


in building their City, &c. will invite others 
to follow continually. That ſome Years af- 
ter their Return Gog will invade them with 
a vaſt Army, and deſtroy great Numbers of 
them (by which we ſhall preſently ſhew you 
the Turks are meant) but that God will in- 
ter poſe, and preſerve the Remainder of them, 
and deſtroy their Enemies, and that then 
the MrssfAn ſhall come, as their Prince or 
King. The News of this terrible Deſtruc- 
tion of ſo numerous an Army of their Ene- 
mies, and of the Mess1an's Reſiding at Je- 
ruſalem, will cauſe the Kings of the Earth 
to ſeek out all the Remainder of the Jews 


and Iſraelites, which ſhall ſtill continue among 


the Nations, and to ſend them up to their 
pwn Land, with great Glory and Honour ; 
| while 
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while many of the Gentiles will go along 
with them, to pay their Homage in Perſon 
to the Mess IAH. 
The Chief or Head of theſe Enemies of 
the Iſraelites, that will come up againſt 
them, fome Years after their Reſtoration, is 
called Gog by Ezekiel, who is particularly 
pointed out by theſe diſtinguiſhing Charac- 
ters, his being of the Land of Magog, and 
the chief Prince of Meſbech and Tubal, and 
dwelling North of the Land of Mael, Ezek. 
xxxviii. 2, 15. and xxxix. 2. All which 
Deſcriptions anſwer only to the Turks, who 
are the Deſcendants of Magog, the Father of 
the Scythians, and have extended their Do- 
minions over Meſbech and Tubal. | 

But though God has permitted their wic- 
ked Deſigns in ſome Meaſure to ſucceed, 
yet, at laſt, as Daniel aſſures us, this King 
of the North, or the Turk, © ſhall come to 
& His End, and none ſhall help him, Dan. 
ce ix. 24. And God, by Ezekzel, ſpeaking 
of Gog and his Army, fays, © I will call 
ce for a Sword againſt him throughout all 
e my Mountains, every Man's Sword ſhall 
© be againſt his Brother: And I will plead 
e againſt him with Peſtilence and with 
© Blood: And I will rain upon him, and 
* upon his Bands, and upon the People that 
« are with him, an overflowing Rain, and 
e great Hailſtones, Fire, and Brimſtone, 
% Fzek. XxXvili. 21, 22.” And Zechariah 
= ſays,

fays, © This ſhall be the Plague wherewith 
c the Lord ſhall ſmite all the People that 


* 


have fought againſt Feruſalem: Their Fleſh 
ſhall conſume away, while they ſtand up- 
ce on their Feet; and their Eyes ſhall con- 
« ſume away in their Holes, and their Tongue 
<« ſhall conſume away in their Mouth: And 
ce it ſhall come to paſs in that Day, that a 
« oreat Tumult from the Lord ſhall be a- 
« mong them, and they ſhall lay hold every 
« one on the Hand of his Neighbour, and 
« his Hand ſhall riſe up againſt the Hand 
« of his Neighbour.” So that they ſhall 
not only be conſumed by Peſtilence and Fire 
from the Lord, but ſhall alſo quarrel and 
fight one againſt another. And the Prophet 
adds, that © Every one that js left of all the 
«© Nations, which came againſt Jeruſalem, 
„ ſhall even go up from Year to Year, to 
« worſhip the King the Lord of Hoſts, and 
ce to keep the Feaſt of Tabernacles, Zech. 
<< . O-- | 
The Children of J/-ae! having overcome 
all their Enemies, and being fully and peace- 
ably ſettled in their own Land, we may 
ſuppoſe they will now ſet about the more 
compleatly finiſhing and beautifying both 
the City and Temple. The City, being 
a Square, is to have twelve Gates, three on 
each Side, which are to be named after the 
twelve Tribes of 1ſrael, Ezek. xlvii. 31. 
And as the Streets will very probably run in 
ſtraight

ſtraight Lines from the Gates on each Side, 
to thoſe which are oppoſite to them (by 
which Method the City will be built regular 
and handſome) ſo theſe will divide into ſix- 
teen Squares, having ten Streets in all, ſix 
of them running from Gate to Gate, and 
the other four going round the City within 
the Walls; each of the Streets being four 
thouſand five hundred Cubits, or near a 
Mile and a half long. And if we allow an 
even Number of a thouſand Cubits, or 573 
Yards, for the Length of each Side of every 
Square, there will be left one hundred Cu- 
bits, or a little above fifty-ſeven Yards for 
the Breadth of every Street ; which 1s not 
only more agreeable and wholſome than nar- 
row ones, eſpecially in warm Countries, but 
will here even be neceſſary for the better 
Conveniency of that great Concourſe of Peo- 
ple, being all the Males among the Maelites, 
who will conſtantly come up hither three 
times in the Year, from all Parts of the Land. 
To which we may add the great Number 
of Gentiles, that will hereafter reſort thither, 
eſpecially at the Feaſt of Tabernacles, to 


worſhip the Lord, Zech. viii. 20 to 23. and 


xiv. 16. Upon which Account it would be 
highly proper to leave, at the firſt Diviſion 
of the Land, ſtrait and ſpacious Roads, lead- 
ing from all Parts of it up to this City, as 
they have now in Ching, We are aſſured, 


(Esel. xvi. 3 5.) that this City will be ſo 


2 highly 
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highly favoured by God, as to be called by 
2 new Name, or, The Lord is there, to ſhew 
his continual Preſence, and his Glory reſid- 
ing there; that a Spring will- riſe in the 
Houſe or Temple of God, which, conti- 
nually increaſing in its Depth, as it runs 
along, ſhall ſoon become a River not to be 
forded, running eaſtward into the Dead or 
Eaſt Sea, whoſe Salt and nauſeous Waters 
ſhall be rendered ſweet and wholeſome by 
it, and abound with great Multitudes of Fiſh 
of various Sorts; and that on the Banks of 
this River there ſhall grow Trees, which 
ſhall produce new Fruit every Month for 
Food, while their Leaves ſhall be uſed as 
Medicine, to cure the Diſorders of the Body; 
Ezek. xlvii. 1, to 13. | 
Thoſe who deſire to examine the Particu- 
lars of this Building of the Temple or Houſe 
of God, may conſult Sir Jſaac Newton's Plan 
in his Chronology, and Mr. Wh:/ton's Plan 
of it in his Tranſlation of TFoſephus. I ſhall 
only-obſerve, that it is to be built, not upon 
Mount Moriah, where Solomon's and Zerub- 
babeÞ's were, but upon Mount Zion, which 
is called God's Holy Mountain, on which he 
will dwell. Thus Micab, ſpeaking of the 
future happy Times, ſays, The Lord ſhall 
*« reign over them in Mount Zion from 
e henceforth even for ever, Micab iv. 7. 
{© So ſhall ye know that I am the Lord your 
God, dwelling in Zion, my holy Moun- 
ä « tain, 
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ee tain, Joel, iii. 17, 21.” Now, as Eze- 
kiel tells us, the Glory of God will reſide 


in the future Temple, it muſt conſequently 


be built upon this Mount, Ezek. xliii. 1. 
The City of Jeruſalem being now built 
in a moſt glorious Manner, and moſt beau- 
tifully adorned, and fitted for the Reception 
of the Moft High, and of their great King 
the MEss1Aan ; for it is to be the Throne of 
the Lord, the Palace and Court of the King, 
not only of Mrael, but alſo of the whole Earth. 
« Behold, ſays God, I will lay thy Stones 
« with fair Colours, and lay thy Foundations 
« with Sapphires, I will make thy Win- 
& dows of Agates, thy Gates of Carbuncles, 
© and all thy Borders of precious Stones, 
& Ta. liv. 11, 12.” The great Happineſs 
of the Children of 1/-ael, with their Domi- 
nion over ſome of the neighbouring Natjons, 
and the Judgments poured out upon their 
Enemies, joined with the Preſence of. the 


Messran their King at Jeruſalem, and the 
Glory of the Lord, will invite People, even 


from the moſt diſtant Countries of the Earth, 


to come up to them, to worſhip the Lord 


God, to pay their Homage to the Mrss1an, 
and to be Eye-witneſſes and Partakers of 
theſe Bleſſings: To which, 'tis probable, 
the having many of their Diforders cured 
by the Leaves of the Trees that grow on 
the Banks of the River, which proceeds 
fro om the Temple or Houſe of the Lord, 

2 will 
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will not a little contribute. Thus faith. 
« the Lord of Hoſts, it ſhall yet come to 
% paſs, that there ſhall come People, and 
cc the Inhabitants of many Cities; and the 
'« Inhabitants of one City ſhall go out unto 
« another, faying, Let us go ſpeedily to 
« pray before the Lord, and to ſeek the 
Lord of Hoſts, I will go alſo. Yea, many 
People and ſtrong Nations ſhall come to 
<« ſeek the Lord of Hoſts at Jeruſalem, and 
e to pray before the Lord, Zech. viii. 20.” 

We may obſerve here, that Jeruſalem is 
ſo ſituated, as to be fitted for the Capital of 
the World, and for the chief Seat of uni- 
verſal Empire : For it is placed nearly in the 
Middle of this Part of the Earth, which 
contains three of four great Continents, and 
is almoſt equally diſtant from the moſt re- 
mote Nations of it on every Side. And the 
Great Sea waſhing this Country on the Weſt, 
and the Red-Sea and the Perſian Gulph com- 
ing up almoſt to it on the South and Eaſt, 
makes it equally advantageous for Ships to 
come thither from every Maritime Part of 
the World, even from America itſelf. 

The Saints of the Moſt High ſeem to be 
the proper Inhabitants of this glorious City. 
And theſe will be not only the good MHaelites, 
who ſhall be left alive at this Period ; but 
we find alſo a Reſurrection of thoſe emi- 
nently good and virtuous Perſons, who lived 
in former Times, Den. xii. 2. Then will 


Abraham, 


— 
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Abraham, Jaac, and Jacob once more live 
again; for God promiſed to give to them, 
in over own Perſons, as well as to their Seed, 
the Land of Canaan for ever, Gen. xili. 15. 
And with them great Numbers of others, 
of every Age and Nation, who have been 
truly good and holy, will be Partakers of 
the ſame Reſurrection to everlaſting Life and 
Happineſs. Theſe are they who, under the 
Mess1An, are to be Lords and Governors 
of the reſt of the World: To whom the 
Kingdom and Dominion, and the Great- 
„ neſs of the Kingdom under the whole 


Heaven ſhall be given, even to the Peo- 


« ple of. the Saints of the Moſt High, who 
„ ſhall take it, and poſſeſs the Kingdom for 
% ever and ever, Dan. vii. 18, 27. 

The reſt of Mankind ſtill living in the 
various Parts of the World, ſhall likewiſe be 
Partakers of the great Happineſs under the 
Reign of the Mess1Aan. As it is of theſe 
Times, we think, God, by his Prophet Ma- 
lc ci ſpeaks, ſaying, © From the riſing of 
* the Sun, even to the going down of the 
« ſame, my Name ſhall be great among the 
* Gentiles, and in every Place Incenſe ſhall 


_ * be offered unto my Name, and a pure 


« Offering; for my Name ſhall be great 
* among the Heathen, faith the Lord of 
% Hoſts, Maul. i. 11.” So that the Practice 


of Virtue will appear truly amiable, and true 


Religion and Virtue will yery probably greatly 


prevail; 
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prevail ; the Conſequence of this will be the 
happy Enjoyment of every. Bleſſing, with 
Health and long Life, and the greateſt Plenty 
and Proſperity. And now even the noxious 
Animals will become harmleſs, and the wild 
Beaſts of Prey will no longer devour one an- 
other: But © the Wolf and the Lamb ſhall 
ce feed together, and the Lion ſhall eat Straw 
like the Bullock, and Duſt ſhall be the 
ce Serpent's Meat: The Wolf alſo ſhall dwell 
« with the Lamb, and the Leopard ſhall lie 
« down with the Kid; and the Calf, and 
the young Lion, and the Fatling toge- 
« ther, and a little Child ſhall lead them: 
* And the Cow and the Bear ſhall feed, 
<« their young ones ſhall lie down together, 
© and the Lion ſhall eat Straw like the Ox; 
<« and the ſucking Child ſhall play on the 
% Hole of the Aſp, and the weaned Child 
« ſhall put his Hand on the Cockatrice Den: 
“ They ſhall not hurt nor deſtroy in all my 
«© holy Mountain, for the Earth ſhall be 
<« full of the Knowledge of the Lord, as the 
Waters cover the Sea, J. xi. 6 to 10.” 

Thus ſhall univerſal Peace and Happineſs 
flouriſh in the World, free from thoſe ter- 
rible Deſtructions and Calamities, that Waſt- 


ing and Deſolation, which the Rulers of this 


World, from Pride, Ambition or Revenge, 
now ſpread among Mankind. For during 
theſe laſt Times there ſhall be no war, but 
the peaceful Kingdom of the MxssrA ſhall 
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„ 
be eſtabliſhed over the whole Earth. He 
e ſhall judge among the Nations, and ſhall 
ce rebuke many People, and they ſhall beat 
« their Swords into. Plow-ſhares, and their 
« Spears into Pruning-hooks : Nation ſhall | 
not lift up Sword againſt Nation, neither 
ſhall they learn War any more. But they 
« ſhall fit every Man under his Vine, and 
« under his Fig-tree, and none ſhalt make 
him afraid, for the Mouth of the Lord 
« of Hoſts hath ſpoken it, Micab iv. 1, &c.” 
So that all Nature ſhall put off the Defor- 
mity and Confuſion of their preſent State, 
and be reſtored to the Purity, Splendor, and 
Beauty of the firſt Creation. Rejoice ther, 
e Gentiles, with Jeruſalem, and be glad with 
her, all ye that love her, that ye may be ſa- 
tisfied with her Conſolations, and be delighted 
yu the Abundance of her Glory. 3H » 
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
